THE TROUBLES OF WISCONSIN 
tae UNIVERSITY. IL. | 
The filing of the report on the University of 
. Wisconsin by Dr. Allen, the director of the recent 
‘ “ survey” of that institution, may or may not bring 
matters to a head in what is called the university- 
- capitol situation. It should be understood that the 
‘poard.of public affairs, with which the report has 
, been filed, is not really the same board that ordered 
‘and nominally conducted the survey. The per- 
- sonnel of the board was automatically changed in 
_ January by operation of law, and the new governor 
of the state heads it now. Moreover, the old board 
' made a report of its own, based in part on the 
Allen survey and iff part on elaborate statements | 
and corrections submitted by the faculty. The old 
hoard -practically vindicated the university on all 
‘ gubstantial counts of the indictments that have 
been more or less irresponsibly circulated against it. 
Bet the new legislature and the new administra- 
tion are bound by nothing done last year and are. 
Jooking into the various issues on thelr own account.

WAR FINANCE AND “EXHAUSTION.” 
“ After this war,” said a leading American econo- 
mist, “it may be necessary for us to rewrite our po- 
litieal economies.” Several phenomena suggested 
thie remark, but the reference was particularly con- 
cerned with the manipulation of war credits and de- 
femme issues. There are so few precedents for the 
present world situation in finance and credit that 
the most acute and scholarly observers hesitate to 
toake forecasts or to draw lessons. bees 
One thing is indisputable. The talk of economic 
exhaustion has ceased. We hear little about the 
Licyd-George “silver bullets” that eventually de- 
cide modern contests. England no longer expects 
Germany to sue for mercy because of ber inability 
to float loans. The new Teutonic war loan seems to 
have been a remarkable success, ang imperial thanks 
and congratulations have been extended to the treas- 
ury. The subscriptions to this loan 
$2,250,000,000. True, German notes have been sold 
in this country on a 6% per cent basis, but there are 
|epecial reasons for this. There is evidently no lack | 
of capital in the German banks, trust companies, in- 
surance companies, and savings institutions. There 
is mo anxiety in Berlin on the score of “silver bul- 
lets,” whatever may be said about food and other 


In the high political circles of Germany, indeed, 
France, Russia, and England are believed to be on 
the verge of financial embarrassment. But England 
in aiding her allies, while the Fyénch 
ister, Ribot, who has been finusually candid in his 
admissions regarding the initial difficulties of the 
republic in the matter of credit and war loans, now 
delivers utterances that contain no comfort for the 
enemy.. Parliament authorized the raising of the na- 
tional war bonds from $700,000,000 to $900,000,000, 
and the subscriptions soon -had exceeded $1,000,- 
000,000. What Ribot has spoken of with pe 
‘@uliar satisfaction is a restoration of business and a 
consequent increase in revenue, France is proud of 
the fact that she managed to complete her mobili- 
}sation and carry on the war for several months 
without special legislation of any kind, and with but 
one mistake that caused criticism from sound finan- 
ciers. There wasn’t @ trace of pessimism in the 
Ribot latest statement to parliament or in the re- 
port of the budget committee. 
Turning to England, we know that Asquith has 
received a blank check from the commons for the 
duration of the war; that he expects to raise all the 
money he needs—and he estimates the cost of the 
war at $2,000,000 a day at least from now on—and 
‘even to have cash and credit to spare for Russia 
should the forcing of the Dardanelles be a tougher. 
and longer job than is anticipated, and for other 
Where fs this tremendous amount of capital com- 
ing from? All former war figures “pale before” 
the present scale of borrowings and expenditures, 
yet, as has been said, financial exhaustion is far 
| Banker Schiff sees the end of 
the conflict in September or October, and other 
financiers are known to have formed similar notions, 
but they are not based on the probability of finan- 
cial collapse and bankruptcy. 

Of course, all manner of guaranties, prohibitions, 
artificial arrangements, and gigantic experiments in 
state socialism underlie the war flotations. _Noth- 
ing is normal.

Therefore, it is a hard case, when the assembly- 
men look into their own affairs and find a void, that 
they are unable without causing a hue and cry to. 
be almoner to their own needs, This has been 
a hard winter and looks like the beginning of an 
adamantine spring. 

The legialative disposition is Lecullian rather than 
Oarthusian, and a statesman who in January felt 
the comfortable if bulging affluence of $2,000 in his 
pocket now frisks himself despairingly for two bits. 
Spring comes, but it brings no joy. The dandelions 
soon will be on the statehouse lawn, if they be not 
there now, but the golden suggestion of their bright 
blooms will only make the lot of Lazarus harder. 

We have always been inclined to look generously 
upon the modest if not demure efforts of the legis 
lators to better their own affairs by appealing to the 
state. The wolf is at the door now, but we doubt 
that the statesmen have the courage to vote them- 
selves anything to keep him away.

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| REPAIRING BODY WASTE. 
N yesterday’s article we described how 
animal and vegetable proteis are 
broken Gown physically by the teeth 
and stomach and chemically by the 
gastriv, pancreatig. and intestinal 
juices. y 

While the work done by the gastric 
juice is important, it is not eo important 
but that lean meat and other meats rich 
in proteld and beans and other vegetables 
rich in proteids can be digested by the 
pancreatic and intestinal juices without 
the help of the stomach. , 

The Gnal step in the tearing down 
process ig the formation of amino acids. 
Out of the amino acids the celle of the 
body repair their waste. For this repair 
no chemical] substance can be used except 
amino acids. There are many of these, 
ané @ifferent foods have them in different 
combinationan. — 

They are not equally important as re- 
pairers of waste. In fact, some are 
essential and some are useless ae repair- 
ers. For imstance, hog’s foot gelatin is 
lacking in the chemicals out of which 
some essential amino acids are formed. 
Tn consequence tissues cannot be repaired 
out of geletin. Feed a man on gelatin 
alone and his cells proper will waste 
away, ~ Beat ;

When proteid is not 
used to repair celis it may be changed 
into sugar and burned to make energy 

and heat. The proteid is frat converted 

into amino acids, and these are turned

If the bo¢y meeds the heat and energy 
juat then, the glucose is burned into car- 
bonie aci4, aid that part of the waste is 
carried to the lungs and thrown off in the 
breath.

and this te then carried to the kidheys, 
where it is thrown off in the urine. This 
is how gelatin is used to make energy 
and heat, although it cannot be used to 
repair. 

Any proteié can be burned Into glucose 
to make heat and energy if the need Is 
present, even though it be a proteid 
capable of being used to repair with, If 
the carbohydrate, or sugar, that has been 
formed out of the proteid is not needed 
just then, it will be converted into g?yoo- 
gen and stored for a rainy day.

Frequently not all of the protest is 
needed for repair, and some of it is 
changed into fat. In this case there is, 
first, digestion of the proteid to amino 
acida. These are absorbed. After being 
absorbed, some of these may be converted 
directly into soluble fat. Some may be 
converted first into sugar and then into 
soluble fat. 

The fat may be burned to make heat 
and energy. It may pass through the 
blood vessel Walls and be deposited asa in- 
soluble fat in the connective tissue—adi- 
pose tissue.
